A number of bis plump oysters 
must be used, but care should be taken 
not to make the first course too heavy, 
for tbe Weal dinner la not what on* 
would characterize aa a light repast.

—aud care should be exercised that tbe 
fowl Is not more than a year old. Alt- 
er the turkey Is carefMly cleaned stuff 
It with a mixture of stale bread, chest- 
nuts, bay leaves, a Cash of cayenne, 
some fresh (not cooked) celery and » 
trace of oiil-^j.

The turkey should 
be cooked in n moderately quick oven 
until the slcin Js a beautiful rich brown, 
Frequent bastlus will do much toward 
preventing the meat from drying up.

court, who presided at the Otsego trial 
term held at Cooperstown in October, 
has just rendered a decision in the case 
of Abo L. Levey against Mrs. Minnie 
W. Lunn. 
The case was tried before 


a Jury but was taken from them by i 
Justice McCann, when 
both 
parties 


made a motion for a directed verdict. 
Briefs were submitted by the attorneys 
and the case decided by the court. 


The legal questions determined are 


of some interest and form the subject 
of a carefully prepared opinion handed 
down at the time of decision. The con- 
u-ntion raised by the plaintiff, Levey, 
was that he was entitled to the Imme- 
diate possession of a portion of the 
l.ind upon which Mrs. Lunn's house on 
Fair street is situated, and the action 
was in ejectment for the purpose of 
recovering the parcels occupied.

Levey lot and the Lunn lot were for- , 
merly 
on© undivided 
parcel 
upon 


which the owner 
in 
1890 built two 


houses. 
The owner then sold the lot 


and dwelling 
now 
occupied by Mr. 


Levey and later sold the property now 
owned by Mrs. Lunn and occupied by ' 
John 
A. 
Glenn. The Lunn house, 


however, projected over some few feet 
on to Mr. Levey's lot, as did also an 
outbuilding, although this was not dis- 
covered for some 24 years.

the fact was discovered when a survey 
was made and Mr. Levey then com- 
menced the action for recovery.

The decision in favor of the defend- ' 


ant, Mrs. Lunn, is based by Judge Mc- 
Cann upon the theory that, although 
Mr. Levey ia the actual owner of the 
small parcels claimed to be encroached 
upon, yet the common owner of the 
two parcels, having made the construc- 
tion, reserved to himself nnd to Mrs. i 
Lunn who succeeded to his title the , 
right to maintain the buildings there- | 
on, and Mr. Levey is not entitled to 
| possession of the parcels so long as 
' they are necessary to the defendant's
